Candidates are THE issue 


WASHINGTON (AP) - After 


almost two years of campaign- 
ing on more issues than most 
voters can remember, the 
ultimate issue of the 1V72 presi- 
dential election has become the 
candidates themselves. 


In the closing days of the 


campaign, the camps of Rich- 
ard 
Nixon 
and 
George 


McGovern, and the electorate, 
are talking mainly about the 
personalities, characters and 
styles of the candidates. 


The overriding Questions on 


which judgment is asked Nov. 7 
are: 
—Is Sen. McGovern the 


radical, the ir.^ponsibk that 
President Niton's legion of 
stand-ins has tried to picture 
him? 


—la the current adminis- 


tration the most corrupt in the 
nation's history with Nixon 
knowingly responsible for it, as 
McGovern ssys? 


Going into the final 10 days of 


the campaign, Democratic vice- 
presideBtial nominee Sargent 
Shriver said last weekend that 
the Nixon administration repre- 
sents "government 
of the 


fftsAy 
for the greedy and by 


the greedy." 


And Nixon, on the same day, 


said "this is no time to ex- 
periment with chancy economic 
theories ••••" 


These are the themes on 


which the two tickets chose to 
close the campaign, and most 
othff issues fall in ***"* behind 
them. 


When McGovern announced 


as a candidate in January of 
1071, the Vietnam war was his 
big issue, By July he was dis- 
playing a new emphasis on the 
economy. On Oct. 10 he chose 
the war as the leadoff topic for 
a series of television speeches. 


Now, with announceent of an 


impending settlement in Viet- 
nam, McGovern is alleging cor- 
ruption and favoritism, political 
espionage and sabotage by the 


While McGovern was pre- 


paring for the primaries, Nixon 
was largely on the defensive 
and unable to develop issues of 
his own. He defended his spend- 
ing policy and his economic 
plan. 


The announcement in August 


1971 of a wage-price freeze, fol- 
lowed by control boards, gave 
the administration a sense of 
offense on one count ; the cur- 
rent peace-pact reports have 
done the same on the war is- 
sue. 


The "corruption" issue began 


to emerge when columnist Jack 
Anderson wrote last February 
that International Telephone & 
Telegraph Co. had won a favor- 
able antitrust settlement from 
the Nixon administration after 
promising money to help fi- 
nance the Republican National 
Convention. The administration 
denied any deal. 


Then in June, five men. in- 


cluding the security chief for 
Nixon's campaign, were ar- 
rested at gunpoint during a 
break-in at Democratic party 


headquarters in Washington's 
Watergate complex. 


Nixon's issue was handed to 


him in early summer when 
McGovern was beginning to 
break through in the Democrat- 
ic primaries as the favorite for 
the party's nomination. When 
the other contenders tried to 
derail him in the late pri- 
maries, they sought to picture 
the stands which had won him 
a following as extreme, from 
the war to the economy. The 
nation saw and heard Sen. Hu- 
bert H Humphrey say that 
McGovern's economic policies 
would wreck the economy and 
his defense proposals would 
leave the country militarily 
weak. 


Since Labor Day, Nixon's 


surrogates have been making 
up to a half-dozen speeches a 
day across the country, not to 
mention a flood-tide of press re- 
leases from every quarter of 
the 
government, 
attacking 


McGovern as a radical with 
dangerous ideas on defense, 
welfare, taxes and Vietnam. 


Nixon himself has had little 


to say about McGovern—and 
never mentions him by name. 


When 
McGovern 
revised 


some of his proposals under 
fire, he was accused of being 
unstable and indecisive. 


But the real torpedo in 


McGovern's campaign was the 
dropping of Sen. Thomas F. 
Eagleton as his running-mate 
after disclosure of Eagleion's 
treatment for mental illness. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres- 


ident Nixon, apparently back- 
ing away from across-the-board 
property-tax relief, says that if 
re-elected "one of my highest- 
priority proposals" will be 
property-tax relief for older 
citizens. 


Nixon made the scaled-dcwn 


pledge in a nationally broad- 
cast campaign radio speech 
Monday afternoon. 


Some months ago, Nixon hint- 


ed his re-election drive might 
feature, as its central pocket- 
book appeal, a plan to sharply 
reduce the local property taxes 
of most, if not all, homeowners 
and businessmen through a 
federal subsidy system. 


Farly in the campaign, how- 


ever, Nixon began talking in- 
stead about a qualified pledge 
to hold the line against federal 
tax increases. 


The quali:' cation was that the 


Democratic 
controlled 


Congress restrain what Nixon 
termed "a spending binge." 


With the federal budget deep 


in the red, even before Con- 
gress got its hands on major 
legislation, Nixon and his ad- 
visers apparently concluded 
that, in such circumstances, 
lower local property taxes 
across the board could be pur- 
chased only at the cost of high- 
er federal taxes. 


In keeping with his change of 


strategy, Nixon told his radio 
audience that the average el- 
derly citizen in the Northeast 
must allot 30 per cent of in- 
come to pay property taxes. 


He asserted: "Thi.^ is wrong. 


And we must stop it. One of my 
highest-priority proposals to the 


new Congress will be property- 
tax relief for older Americans." 


Nixon announced at the out- 


set of his radio speech that he 
had signed a Social Security- 
welfare bill that will increase 
benefits, mostly going to the el- 
derly and disabled, by * bil- 
lion. 


Missing from the bill was the 


President's plan to reform wel- 
fare benfits for poor families 
with dependent children. In es- 
sence, a key feature of the pro- 
posals would have guaranteed a 
minimum annual income of S2,- 
400 a year for a destitute fami- 
ly of four. 


The President 
announced 


Monday that he was signing M 
bills passed in the closing days 
of the 1972 Congress. He vetoed 
two that were supposed to help 
the elderly: one to amend the 
Older Americans Act, the other 
to launch a brand new program 
of research into problems of 
aging. He said the bills pro- 
vided for greater outlays than 
could be managed practically 
and overlapped existing pro- 
grams. 


Nixon had planned to eptnd 


much of today in Chicago, with 
the centerpiece a noofrhour 
motorcade through the Loop. 
He canceled out after Warning 
of the commuter train wreck 
there that claimed doeens of 
live*.

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Judge rules that courts have power to force school mergers 


LEXINGTON, Ky. (AP) - A 


federal Jvdge has ruled that a 
U.S. district court has the povt 
er to farce merger of school 
dMrkta ander certain condi- 
tions. 


The ruling was issued here 


by U.S. District Judge Mac 
Swtnford in a memorandum ac- 
companying a decision on a 
suit Involving the Shelby Coun- 
ty and Shelbyville school sys- 
tems. 


The suit was filed in July. 
Swinford's memorandum ap- 


parently takes a position con- 
trary to a ruling last month in 
Louisville by U.S. District 


Judge James Gerdon and an 
earlier ruling from the 4th U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals in a 
Richmond, Va., case. 


Gordon, ruling in a suit call- 


ing for merger of Louisville, 
Anchorage and Jefferson Coun- 
ty school systems on grounds of 
segregation, refused to order a 
merger and said he doesn't 
think federal courts have the 
authority to merge political 
boundaries to achieve more De- 
segregation. 


In the Richmond case, a fed- 


eral appeals court overturned 
the decision of a federal judge 
who had ordered the merger of 


Richmond schools with two ad- 
jacent counties. That reversal 
is under appeal. 


Swinford said in his memo- 


randum that school district 
boundary lines normally are 
matters for legislative bodies, 
but said courts may intervene 
if unconstitutional laws are in- 
volved or if the application of a 
law denies constitutional righto. 


The 9ielby County case was 


filed by the Kentucky Civil Lib- 
erties Union on behalf of five 
parents who claimed that main- 
taining separate districts de- 
prives students in city schools 
of education of quality equal to 


that in county schools. 


Swinford noted the 4th U.S. 


Circuit Court of Appeals in the 
Richmond case based its ruling 
on the conclusion that "the last 
vestiges of state-imposed segre- 
gation have been wiped out," in 
Richmond schools. 


But Swinford noted that the 


appeallate court also held that 
federal courts can order merg- 
ers to achieve racial balance 
"if it were shown that there 
had 
been 
invidious dis- 


crimination." 
Such dis- 


crimination is charged in the 
Shelby Co'inty case.

At the Pittsburgh dinner, 


McGovem said Republican offi- 
cials are trying "to persuade us 
that the spying and lying and 
burglary and sabotage will not 
affect the election because 
people expect these things of 
politicians. 


"Any president of the United 


States who sets a moral stand- 
ard so low the people are ex- 
pected to think that these activ- 
ities are a normal part of the 
political process of this great 
country," he added, "that kind 
of man does not deserve to be 
president of the United States." 


He said "I think the Ameri- 


can people are going to make 
that perfectly clear to Mr. Nix- 
on on Nov. 7," drawing ap- 
plause and an anonymous shout 
of "you better believe it!"

Namath a prude? Say it ain't so

Joe Namath, a prude! I couldn't believe it. 
Like many of America's sports nuts. I had read and 


believed in Joe Namath's image. The press had me con- 
vinced that this young man lived a 36-hour day as the 
most swinging bachelor who ever suited up for football. 


I believed that a giant tote board would be required to 


tally his conquests. I believed that he gargled with 
Johnny Walker Red to wake up in time for practice. I 
believed that his phones were tapped by Pope Pete be- 
cause his friends were unsavory characters. 


But when 1 heard him confess to Mefv Griffin that he, 


Joltin' Joe Namath, Super Jet, had declined editor Helen 
Gurley Brown's offer to appear in the buff as Cosmo- 
politan Magazine's first centerfold nude, I did a double 
take. Horrors, Burt Reynolds was a second choice. 


Joe lowered his eyes modestly as he explained his 
decision. "I Just couldn't see it. 1 mean, 1 like the picture 
they made but I couldn't see it for me." 


I know that Joe didn't like the popular Broadway play, 
"Hair." "I thought it was a dirty show," he had said. But 
somehow I couldn't see him passing up a chance to re- 
cline on his famous llama rug, stripped for art's sake. I 
mean, he took it all off for that razor blade commercial. 


I called Dick Schaap, Joe's ghostwriter for his auto- 
biography, "I Can't Wait Until Tomorrow—'Cause I Get 
Better Looking Every Day," to see if he thought Joe had 
fallen out of character when he refused Ms. Brown. 


"Joe's not an exhibitionist," said Schaap primly. "He 
has a moral code like everyone else. The only difference 
between Joe Namath and other football players is that 
Joe is totally honest about what he does." 


If all this makes it seem there is a Whitewash Joe Na- 
math cult creeping across the land, it certainly hasn't hit 
Bill Glass yet. 


Bill Glass, a defensive end for Detroit and Cleveland 
before he retired to run an evangelistic group in the 
Southwest, is hard at work beating the underbrush for 
evil. 


And Joe Namath is one of his targets. In a pulpit-type 


interview with a San Francisco newspaper, Preacher 
Glass, who was joshingly called "Elmer Gantry" by less 
pious teammates during his playing days, said, in effect, 
"Joe 
Namath should be concerned with setting an ex- 


ample for young boys who try to copy the football heroes. 
And I don't think that living with an unmarried woman 
is a good image for an athlete to project. 


That Namath had settled on one woman, married or 


unmarried, was news to me. And maybe if Bill had kept 
his revelation quiet, it would have escaped the notice of a 
few million boys who emulate the lifestyles of football 
players as reported by the press. 


Schaap pooh-poohed Bill's charge "I know Joe does have 


a girlfriend. She's a very successful New York girl. But 
they have separate apartments—at least, at times they 
do. And he gave a devilish laugh. 


But then Joe and his associates are masters of the sug- 


gestive phrase as a defense of his flamboyant super-stud 
image. Maybe they're afraid the public will find out that 
Joe Namath is really as wholesome as a bowl of hot 
milk toast. 


And heaven forbid, to use one of Bill Glass's expres- 


sions, that the illusion be destroyed for Joe's extravagant 
life-style has attracted as much attention as his consider- 
able talent on the football field. 


Stories about that wall-to-wall llama carpeting, which 


had to be sprayed for fleas instead of being shampooed, 
have sold as many New York Jet tickets as his touchdown 
passes and his Super Bowl predictions. 


Schaap insists, though, that Joe's two greatest asseU 


are honesty and loyalty: "He's a man with great star 
quality, but he's kind. The humbler a woman is, the nicer 
he is to her. He might meet a famous actress and not 
even notice her. But let a cocktail waitress ask for an 
autograph, and he'll spend an hour talking to her." 


Honest, loyal, modest, compassionate. Really now, Bill 


Glass, preacher or not, how can you attack a fellow that 
sounds like a chapter from the Boy Scout Manual? Even 
if it is the new revised edition.

Culprit is probably diet 


<H Does water cause stones? 


By Lawrence Lamb, M.D. 
Dear Dr. Lamb—My moth- 


er used to have springwater 
delivered to her home. We 
heard about a spring nearby 
and she asked us to bring 
her water from there which 
we did. This started about a 
year ago. My mother is 84 
y e a r s old and the doctor 
t h i n k s she has a kidney 
stone. My sister said that the 
doctor told her t h a t the 
springwater was no good. I 
know it is not filtered but a 
lot of our friends, as well as 
my h u s b a n d and myself, 
have been drinking it and 
have had no problem. 


My mother has terrible 


pains on her r i g h t side. 
Could the water have caused 
it? My sister just as much as 
accused me of it. My mother 
has had arthritis for years 
and now they c l a i m the 
water made it worse. Is this 
possible? I also have arth- 
ritis and I am not blaming 
it on the water. Please an- 


swer. Dr. Lamb, as I am 
anxious to know one way or 
another. They don't seem to 
realize my mother is getting 
up in y e a r s and another 
thing, she is a heavy woman 
which is not to her advan- 
tage. 


Dear Reader —No doubt 


the doctor meant that the 
water might not be purified, 
meaning that it might con- 
tain some harmful bacteria. 
This is a problem with 
springwater that is not under 
careful supervision. For wa- 
ter to be safe to drink, it 
must be tested for bacterial 
content as well as chemical 
content. In city water sup- 
plies, there are enough vari- 
ous chemicals included in 
the water to keep it purified 
and to protect our health. 


Although springwater 
m i g h t contain a small 
amount of minerals, depend- 
ing upon w h e r e it is ob- 
tained, it is most unlikely 
that It would cause a kidney 


stone, if indeed your mother 
has one. I think you can be 
quite certain that the water 
you have given her hns not 
caused this problem, nor has 
it caused her arthritis. There 
is no evidence that Spring- 
water or water of any sort 
that is potable to drink at all 
causes arthritis of any type 
or kidney stones. This is not 
an endorsement for spring- 
water because I don't think 
anyone should be drinking 
water unless they are sure 
that it is controlled by public 
health regulations. 


Incidentally, many doctors 
urge individuals with kidney 
stones to drink plenty of 
water to maintain adequate 
flow from the kidneys. The 
i d e a is that dehydration 
leads to stagnation and pos- 
sible kidney stone formation. 
This, of course, is an over- 
simplification because there 
are many causes for kidney 
stones, including vitamin D 
intoxication, urinary tract 


infections and softening of 
the b o n e s with increased 
amounts of calcium in the 
blood stream filtered by the 
kidney*. 


The diet, not water, is the 
main source of minerals and 
it is particularly important 
in patients with certain types 
of stones. By analysing the 
type of minerals In a stone 
the doctor can determine if 
a special diet would be help* 
ful or not. 


There are other things be* 
sides kidney stones that 
cause pain in the side, in* 
eluding pressure on spinal 
nerves from arthritis and 
degeneration of the spine, 
and colon trouble.

McGovern: 


Political wonder of primaries

Chugging through the mows 


of New Hampshire, picking up 
speed in Wisconsin, rolling 
through California, the cam- 
paign machine of Sen. George 
McGovem wai the political 
wonder of the presidential pri- 
maries. 


What has happened to that 


McGovem machine in the pres- 
idential campaign? 


A look now at the McGovem 


campaign in three states where 
he won important primary vic- 
tories — Wisconsin, California 
and Massachusetts — indicates 
major changes since 
last 


spring: 


—The flood of volunteers, 


particularly from the campus- 
es, which fueled McGovem's 
primary campaigns has not 
been there this fall. 


—The politically 
savvy 


traveling troops who followed 
the primaries from state to 
state have been dispersed and 
plugged into various key states. 
They are spread thin. 


—The McGovem machine 


now has the backing of the 
Democratic party, but it has 
not meant much in some 
places. 


In Wisconsin, however, the 


McGovern machine appears to 
be running well with local 
people who moved into key 


spots vacated by top campaign 
organisers who left after the 
primary. President Ni*on car- 
ried the state by more than 00,- 
000 votes in 1900 and 1000, but 
key people in both camps say 
the race this year is now a

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McGovem suffers in Califor- 


nia frankly admit the campaign 
machine there broke down 
after the primary. 


"We were fantastically dis- 


organised in the primary. It all 
broke down after the election," 
said 
Elmer 
Cooper, 
who 


recently took over McGovem's 
Southern California campaign. 
"There was basically nothkig 
here when I came in." 


Cooper installed a highly 


structured organisation to re- 
place the flexible, often over- 
lapping machinery of the pri- 
mary campaign. With party 
regulars filling many key posts, 
the organisation is now more 
like a traditional Democratic 
campaign operation than the 
McGovern machine of primary 
days. 


The canvass of Democratic 


voters in California conducted 
by McGovern workers during 
the primary was the crowning 
achievement of the McGovem 
machine. Popular wisdom had 
long ago determined the im- 
possibility of canvassing nearly 
every precinct in the state. 
McGovern workers did it. 


A similar canvass is now un- 


der way, but it is running far 
behind the pace of last spring's 
effort. It started later because 
of an intensive voter registra- 
tion drive and has been slowed 
by a lack of volunteers. 


"We just don't have the bod- 


ies that we had in the spring," 
said Paul Sullivan, director of 
the canvass in Southern Califor- 
nia. "The momentum just is 
not there."

nia and Massachusetts recently

President Nixon. California, 
with the largest bloc of elec- 
toral votes in the nation, 45, is 
a swing state McGovem's staf- 
fers said he must carry. Mas-

he said.

Willies."

Ben-Gurlon, 
86, alone 
with dream 


SOE BOQER, Israel (AP) - 


The architect of modern Israel, 
David Ben-Gurion, spent his 
Mth birthday 
alone in a 


little wooden cottage with his 
dream of making the desert 
bloom. 


"The main problem facing Is- 


rael today is to bring more 
Jews to build the country . . . 
This is a desert, but it can be 
changed 
We need at least 


five or six million Jews more," 
Ben-Gurion said Sunday at his 
home in this pioneer farming 
outpost. He shrugged 
other 


problems aside. 


His lion-like face beneath the 


twin tufts of white hair shriv- 
elled but still lively, the Israeli 
patriarch now pays scant atten- 
tion to the world issues he once 
helped influence or even to 
Arab threats of war against the 
Jewish state. 


Working against time, he is 


-uicerned with writing history 
instead of making it, compiling 
an 11-volume account of Is- 
rael's pioneering years. 


"I want to tell our youth 


what has been done so far in 
Israel," he said, so the new 
generations of Jews can un- 


derstand their heritage and de- 
velop it. 


"Peace with the Arabs? Once 


we were at peace, and we wor- 
ked together . . . There will be 
peace again. I am not certain it 
will happen in six months or a 
year, but we will have it. 


"For the time being, I think 


there is peace." 


As he spoke, Israeli jets were 


raiding guerrilla bases in Leba- 
non and Syria, but Ben-Gurion, 
is no longer in touch with the 
government and did not know 
it. 


Is Premier Golda Meir's gov- 


ernment correct in forbidding 
counterterrorist attacks in Eu- 
rope against such Arab guer- 
rillas as the Munich Olympic 
killers? 


"I am against 'an eye for an 


eye' general," said Ben-Gurion. 
Israel should ask European 
governments to stamp out Arab 
terrorists abroad, he went on, 
but "if for some reason they 
cannot do it — and there may 
be some governments who say 
it is not their business — then 
we will have to do it ... How? 
I prefer not to speak about 
that."

Life is simple for wife of South Vietnamese 


GIA DINH, Vietnam (AP) - 


Judy Limbaufh Han lives in a 
two-bedroom apartment over- 
looking a pig slaughterhouse 
just ouaide Saigon, half a world 
away from the dairy farm in 
Lyons, Mich., where ahe grew 
up. 


At 3ft, one of a handful of 


American women who have 
married Vietnamese men, Mra. 
Han doesn't share the com- 
parative luxury that softens the 
life of many Americans in this 
war-ravaged country. 


In the four years since she 


moved to Vietnam, after gradu- 
ation from Michigan State Un- 
iversity, she has heard of only 
two other such couples. 


"They're used to GIs with 


Vietnamese girla-this ia the 
reverse," she observes. 


For a woman who ia neither 


fluent in the language nor ac- 
customed to the culture, living 
here is far from easy. Her only 
extravagances are two small 
refrigerators in the kitchen and 
a small Japanese washing ma- 
chine that fits in the bathroom. 
Her husband drives their Jeep- 


like Vietnamese car to work, 
leaving her isolated in this dus- 
ty suburb. 


"There are many problems," 


ahe said, pointing to dirt alleys 
smelling of garbage that sur- 
round the four-story apartment 
building. "I walk on the street 
with Han and the Uds, and 
people stare or want to touch 
the children's white akin. I get 
tired of it. 


"There's no backyard, no 


place for the children to play. 
There's no hot water in the 
building. I get mad when the 
electricity goes off, especially 
on hot days like today because 
the fan won't work." 


But for Mrs. Han, these com- 


plaints are minor. She has no 
interest in leaving Vietnam and 
doesn't plan to go back to the 
United states. 


"I dont think I want to live 


there again," ahe said. "It's too 
big. Lift ia simple here. My life 
here is very peaceful. That 
sounds strange when there's a 
war going on, but the war 
doesn't affect us much." 


At night in their simply fur- 


nished living room they can 
hear helicopters and also the 
artillery fire outside the dty- 
often close enough to shake the 
apartment building-out she 
pays scant attention. 


Khoi, their tyearold son, 


scarcely notices the soldiers 
who guard street comers near 
their home~"He's used to 
them; he aees soldiers all the 
time." 


Mrs. Han said she wants to 


bring her children up as Ameri- 
cans. Khoi, who was bom in 
Vietnam, ia considered a dtiatn 
by both countries. When their 
second child was expected Mra. 
Han dipped into her savings to 
pay for a plane ticket home. 
Eric was born four months ago 
in the United State*. 


"I want to teach my children 


about truth and freedom in 
America," ahe aaid. "I like 
freedom. I want them to know 
it, too. I want them to be imag- 
inative and creative." 


A supporter of President Nix- 


on'a Vietnam 
policies, she 


hopes to see him re-elected. 
She has registered at the Amer- 


lean embassy for an absentee 
ballot. 
Nixon's 
book 
"Six 


Crises," is one of the few vo- 
lumes in the Han bookcase. 


Mrs. Han said her children 


are bigger than most Vietna- 
mese their age. She attributes 
it partly to the fact they eat 
more meat than Vietnameser r 


Because ahe doesn't 


commiasary or 
privileges enjoyed by moat 
American families have, moat 
of the American products she 
prefers come from the black 
market. She figures she spends 


about 7,000 piasters or $16 a 
week for food. 


Her husband often does the 


grocery shopping. As a Vietna- 
mese, he can more easily bar- 
gain for better prices. 


The husband, Huynh Han, 


has two Jobs to support his 
family. He heads the In- 
vestment department in an in- 
dustrial development bank and 
works part-time for a new firm 
that promotes management 
training among the Vletna- 


mese. He makes about 100,000 
piasters or 1230 a month, a 
good salary by Vietnamese 
standards. 


Judy Han said she might like 


to send their children to study 
in America, or possibly New 


Zsaland, where she ajxPhor 
husband met when may wen 


"I want to bring «e. my 


children in such a way as they 
can be self-confident and hv 
dependent," ah* aaid. "To me 
that's Important."
